Power Insulation Company protests the procurement procedures
employed by the Colorado-Ute Electr4 e Association, Inc. (Association),
in acquiring insulation for plant piping, equipment and ducts at the
Aseociation's Yampa Project, Craig Station Units 1 and 2. The Rural
Zlectrification Administracion (REA) has advised our Office that the
funds involved are exclusivsly those of the Association, obtained
through a loan from REA, and repayable to REA.

Since the protest involves neither a procurement by or for an
agency of the Federal Government, nor a procurement by a Federal
grantee, our Office will not consider the matter. New England
